Fraser Island leases invalid? 

The Australian Consenation foundation believes that six 
beach sand mining leases granted on Fraser Island are 
invalid. These is also a 'probability 1 that all the 
mining leases rranted on the Island are invalid. A.C.F. 
reasoning is based on a High Court decision last May 
which declared invalid a 1974 Mining Garden's Court 
hearing on Frase" Island. The High Court held that 
Mining "arden Butler misconceived his duty and did not 
conduct a proper hearing (A.^.F. Newsletter Beptember, 1975)
